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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

In view of applicant's response filed 04 December 2007, where to at least independent 
claims 1 and 14 each have been amended to include allowable subject matter, the pending claims 
1, 2, 4, 5, 7-9, 13-16, 19-24, and 27-32, are in condition for allowance. Claim 1 has been 
amended to include the allowable limitations of "wherein said first magnet and said second 
magnet are disposed to have confronting faces that are spaced apart to define an air gap 
therebetween, and means is provided to adjust the spacing between confi-onting faces of said first 
magnet and said second magnet" (as indicated in the prior Office action mailed 06/20/2007), and 
claim 14 has been amended to include "means is provided to adjust the spacing between 
confi-onting surfaces of said two co-operable components". In applicant remarks, filed on 
12/04/2007, beginning on page 8, line 2, which are summararily pertaining to "claim 14 is 
allowable for at least the reason that neither Vig nor Kramcsak disclose "means is provided to 
adjust the spacing between confronting surfaces of said two co-operable components" is 
incorporated as reasons for allowance to claim 14. Therefore, all objections and rejections 
indicated in the prior Office action each have been withdrawn. 

In view of applicant's cancellation of claims 17 and 18, the objections to the drawings 
and specification indicated in the prior Office action each have been withdrawn.
